chrome grill treatment unlike any 
car yet seen in America characterize 
all body models of the three lines. 


With introduction of the standard 


six, Pontiac makes a bold bid to 
capture a large share of the volume 
market. Carrying the lowest prices 
of the entire Pontiac line, the stand- 
ard six is identical with the deluxe 
six in most important features and 
introduces 
stabilized, syncronized, 


front end springing. 


Pontiac's gasoline economy, dura- 


bility and riding qualities are en- 
hanced in the new offerings by 
many refinements of the basic de- 
sign which made the 1934 car so 
popular. 


Both cars are capable of speeds 


well over eighty miles per hour. 
Tests reveal gas consumption rang- 
ing from fifteen to seventeen miles 
per gallon. Under ideal driving con- 
ditions the six has done even better. 


From an appearance standpoint, as 


well as performance and all-around 
balance, the cars have literally been 
tailored to the public taste, for they 
embody in every respect the essen- 
tial qualities voted most desirable by 
hundreds of thousands of motorists 
whose opinion was consulted prior 
to the final okay of the new models. 


The deluxe six and eight lines are 


offered in seven attractive nev," mod- 
els with body by Fisher: 2-door and 
4-door sedans (with built-in trunk), 
coupe, sport coupe and cabriolet.

" y-are carried in an enclosed rear 
body compartment behind the seat. 


This feature, combined with clean- 


cut exterior lines, rounded corners 


oring public a new conception of the 
meaning of st3'le, comfort, perform- 
ance and safety in personal trans- 
portation, according to Ira Groves, 
manager of the Long Beach branch 
of the Ford Motor company. 


Passenger riding comfort is one of

Citrus Fruit High in 


Vitamin G Content 


Why do we eat oranges, lemons, 


and grapefruit? 


We Californians hardly need wait 


for an answer. We eat them because 
they are good for us, because we 
are proud of them—and most ot all 
because we like 'em. 


However, it is interesting to know 


that the bureau of home economics, 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, has recently devoted an entire 


issue of its "Market Basket" to them. 


Why are these juicy, near-tropical 


fruits so important? Chiefly for their 
vitamin C, writes the bureau. While 
many foods contain this vitamin, 
many of them lose much of it when 
cooked. Our citrus fruits, on the 
other hand, score on two points— 
they are our richest source of vita- 
min C, and they are most commonly 
used without cooking. 


Here's a warning, though: As vita- 


min C is lost by exposure to the air, 
it is best to squeeze your fruit just 
before you are ready to use the 
juice.

This^greater confidence was 
indicated during the past year fay a 
larger percentage of the packed cit- 
rus fruit shipments of the south- 
west being represented in the Ex- 
change than at any previous time 
in the history of the organization and 
by a net gain in acreage for the 
.year ended June 1, 1934, of 11,797 
acres. 


Of the new orchards, 6076 acres 


were in bearing, the crops of which 
had previously been marketed by 
other shippers, and 5721 acres were 
young.

Contract Let for 
Aqueduct Tunnel 
Back of Glendora 


Construction work on 1.7 miles of 


tunnel thru tho mountains back of 
Glendora, one of the Colorado river 
aqueduct distributing ay stem proj- 
ects, will begin within sixty days, 
it was announced this week follow- 
ing award, of contracts for the job. 


Designated as Monrovia tunnel No. 


1, the link in. the system will extend 
from a point north of Glendora 
uortheasterly 1.7 miles to a crossing 
of the San Gabriel river. The con- 
tract for the job and for the con- 
struction of Monrovia tunnels No. 2 
and 3, other links in the system thru 
the foothill area, was awarded to 
the West Construction company. The 
price was $2,190,000. 


Monrovia tunnel No. 2, 940 feet in 


length, is a part of the connecting 
line to the reservoir of Morris dam. 
Monrovia tunnel No. 3, 6.8 miles in 
length, will extend from the reser- 
voir westarly to a portal in Monro- 
via canyon. Here the system will 
connect with the Pasadena tunnel, 
contract for which has also been let, 
and which will be constructed for 
two and one-third miles beneath 
Mountain street from Hill avenue 
to Sunset avenue. It will pass un- 
der a densely populated section at a 
depth varying from 50 to 100 feet.
